Admiral Togo’s detaiied report of 
his effective attempt on Port Arthur 
last Thursday night has been  pub- 
lished. The report confirms the re- 
ported destruction of a battleship of 
the Peresviet type, the disabling of a 
battleship of the Sevastopol class, 
and a pretested cruiser resembling 
the Diana, and tae injuring of a tor- 
pedo destroyer, but throws no light 
on the Russian plan. The entire Rus- 
sian fleet steamed out in line of bat- 
tle suddenly. 
thousand meters from the Japanese 


When within fourteen 


fleet, the Russian fleet refused to 
give battle and stsamed back to an 
anchorage outside the harbor, wherc, 
during the night the Japanese des- 
troyers and torpedo boats made ejzht 
desperat2 attacks upon them. The 
Russian vessels re-entered the har- 
bor on Friday, since which time they 
have failed to reappear. In his re- 
pert Admiral Togo says: “The exit of 
the Russian fleet from Port Arthnr 
nerber began early Thursday. The 
battleships Peresviet, Poltava and Se- 
vastopol, the armored cruiser Bayar, 
the protested cruisers Pallada, Diana, 
Askold and Novik c12me fir: t, a steam- 
er leading them, clearing the mines. 

A warning flashed by wireless tele- 
grapby by the Japanese patrol 
brought up Admiral Tego’s fleet at 
full speed to a series of pre-arranged 
stations. Three flotiliss of Japan- 
ese destroyers and torpedo boate. 
¢teamed close to the harbor entrance 
and watched the fRussian vessels. 
About .11 o’elock the Russian battle- 
ships Czarevitsk, Retvizan and Po- 
bieda joined -the.other -Russian ships 
outside: the arbor. Several steam- 

@ers and boztS were engaged in clear- 
ing and exploding mines in order to 
make a passage seaward. Captain 
Asai, commanding the Japanese tor- 
pedo flotilla, attacked the vessels en- 
gaged in clearing out the mines and 
hampered the work. At three o’clock 
seven Russian destroyers appeared 
and the Japanese vigorously attack- 
ed them. One ef the Russian des- 
troyers, which was hit and set on fire 
retreated to the harbor burning. The 
Novik attacked the Japanes2, who 
scurried away. The vessels engaged 
in clearing the harbor finally made 
a-pissage and the Novik led the Rus- 
sian fleet seaward. In the meantime 
Admiral Toge, conceaicd the  posi- 
tions of his ships and at four o’clock 
sent the third squadron out into the 
vision of the Russians with the ob- 
jece of drawing them seaward. 

The Russian fleet stood southeast- 
ward and then southwest. During 
this time Admiral Togo concealed bis 
first squadron south of Gug:n rock. 
As the Russians approached, Admiral 
Tozd asseinbied his fleet and prepar- 
ed to attack. At 6.15 p.m. the Rus- 
sians were in plain sight, cight miles 
northwest of Gugan rock. The Czar- 
evitch led and the nine otbers follow- 
ed in a single line. The Novik and 
geven tlestroyers were placed at the 
right of the line. Admiral Togo 
waited with b..tle Megs flying from 
all the tops ile Japanese fleet for- 
mation representing the first letter 
of the Japanese alphabet inverted. At 
7.30 p.m. the Russians headed for 
the Japanesco, and Admiral Togo 
veered slightly to the right in order 
to bring pressure against the head of 
the Russian formation. At 8 p.m. 
the Russians changed their ceurse and 
heuded northward. Admiral Togo fo!l- 
lowed in a long single line, ordering 
the destroyers and torpedo boats to 
prepare for an attack after sundown. 
At 8.22 p.m. the small flotillas swung 
around the rear of the Russian fleet 
and headed towards the Russians at 
full speed. At 9.30 the fourteenth 
flotilla diverted the first of the Rus- 
sian flect now in the rear of a point 
5 miles outside the entrance to Port 
Arthur. Immediately afterwards the 
fifth fiotilla delivered a’ second at- 
tack. The [iussian fleet was con- 
fused, and it was impossible for it to 
retreat quickly into the harbor en 
account of the narrowness of the 
channel and possibly the low tide. At 
10.36 p.m. the Russian fleet anchor- 
ed in a single line extending from the 
foct of Wantsuing fort to ihe base 
of Chentaorhan. 

During the night the torpedo flot- 
jllas kept up constsnt attucks on 
the Russisn fleet going in cicht times.
